thousand places. The place where 
I met him was Smackovcr. your 


i&itditor Ihen belonging lo the E) 


Dorado Daily News and serving as 
one of a delegalion nf El Doradoans 
escorting him down from Smack- 


' over to speak in the El Dorado 


High School auditorium. The year 
was 1927, and Will was on one of 
his most memorable tours — lec- 
turing for the benefit of the flood 
sufferers throughout the South, his 
donation to thai cause being enor- 
jnous in free lime from the na- 
tion's highest-paid performer. 


fa Homer Croy met Will In quite 


a different way. Will, after much 
success on the New York stage, 
had tried the silent movies — and 
flopped. So he went on Ihe lecture 
stage and in radio, where he could 
talk — and the money promptly 
flowed in. After a while the mo- 
tion pictures also learned lo talk, 
and they wanted Will Rogers for 
another try at the box-oftice. ..The 
story selected was Homer Croy's 
"They Had to See Paris." So Groy

Churchill today won the N o b e l 
Prize in literature. He was cited 
"for his mastery of historical and 
biographical writing and for the 
brilliant art of oratory with which 
lie has stepped forth as a defender 
of high human values." 


The Nobel prize, a sort of world 


championship, carries with it 
a 


prize of $33,840, it was announced 
by the Swedish Academy. 


'The British. .Prime Minister, 78, 


has been writing for 55 years. He 
has :I7 brooks to his credit, 
and 


is still working on his memories of 
World War II. 


The award is for 1953, but

takes into consideration his works 
of the last half century.
